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SUBJECT: Spanish Visa Requirements 
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The American Embassy in Madrid, Spain advises that 
bearers of diplomatic and official passports are required 
to present valid visas upon arrival in Spain, whether the 
intended purpose of entry is on official business, for a 
temporary visit, or only for transiting the country. 


There are no exceptions to this requirement. Official/ 
Diplomatic passport holders arriving without visas can ex- 
pect either not to be admitted at all, or to suffer inter- 
minable delays at the airport, which may well interfere with 
official work schedules or private itineraries.
